Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

1 . A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1. 1 1 4, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 08 
November 2002 has been entered. 

Currently, claims 52-64 are pending. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 52-64 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: prior art does 
not anticipate or render obvious a method for forming a low k inter-level dielectric layer 
substantially as claimed. Specifically, prior art does not anticipate, teach, or suggest the 
following claim limitation: after forming a dielectric layer comprising a compound having 
silicon bonded to both nitrogen and an organic material, exposing the dielectric layer to 
a plasma comprising nitrogen effective to reduce the dielectric constant to below what it 
was prior to the step of exposing.
